Another of Che OIil Timers Parses 


Atvay Jiriw Etcritnl Quietude. 


Of the death of Thomas Preehill, the 


capitalist, who owned o good deal of real 
estate in, Keno, the Enterprise, of yes- 
terday, says: 


Thomas Freehill, whom all 
have 


known so intimately and well from the 
earliest history of the Oomstock, and 
well known also ia San Francisco and 
elsewhere in California, died last even- 


_; at his reom in the Dunlop House 


about 8:30 o'clock. Deceased was a na- 
tive of County Cavau, Ireland, aged 
sixty-six years, unmarried, and the only ' 
relative he leaves in this city is Frank 
Golden, his nephew. 


He was familiarly known as Tommy 


Freehill, u genial hearted, good square 
citizen and capitalist. At an early age 
ha left the old country and went to the 
West India Islands, where he became 
associate owner and manager of a big 
sugar plantation. 
In 1851 he came to 


California across the Bait water and, 
after studying the chances, he invested 
what money he had jn the purchase of 
real estate. He soon went to Downio- 
ville, where he established himself and 
was engaged for some years in mining 
and mining operations. He was very 
successful in that and everything else he 
nn'l.Ttook. 
Downieville was ut this 


time generally known as the Forks of 
the Yuba. A bucige was established 
across the liver ut that point, which he 
became possessor of by purchase, and 
it proved to be a highly remunerative 
piece of property. He ulso doalt cou- 
biJeiiVbly 
111 mining propoities, aud 


when he sold out in 1802 he came to the 
Comstook with a largo amount of coin 
He made some judicious real estate in- 
vestments, dealt more or less in mining 
propei ties, but always bragged that he 
never owned a single shaie in mining 
stocks of any description. 
In 18G9 he 


joined iu the White Pine excitement 
and went out to Hamilton, where ho 
built the toll road through the canyon 
below the town, and came back winner 
to the Ccmihtoek. 


Deceased leaves, besides his nephew, 


Frank Golden, in this city, a sister in 
San Francisco, a niece in Healdsbnrg, 
Cahfoinia. It seems almost like a sin- 
gular coincidence that the husband of 
this sister, Lewis Byington, died in San 
Francisco, day before yesterday. 
Mr. 


Byington was n prominent man in that 
section and ex-State Senator. Freahill 
leaves a large amount of real estate in 
this city, as well as in San Francisco, in 
Fresno and other parts of th^ country, 
also money m bank and United States 
b^uds, his entire estate being estiraatad 
at over §500,000. He was a member of 
the Masonic Older in this city, and they 
will doubtle-,s tuko ehiuge of his funeral.
